If an income tax return is not 
made and tiled within the time pre­ 
scribed by law. or prrscribed by the 
Construction L i m i t a tions Commixrionei of Internal Revenue 
in pursuance of law 
a certain per- 
cent of the anjoun ot the tax is re­ 
quired to be added to the tax. 
For failure to file a timely in ­ 
come tax return, the amount to be 
added to the tax is 5 percent it the 
<iela\ is for not more th an 30 days, 
with an additional 5 percent 
for 
each additional 30 days or fraction 
thereof din nn> which failure to file 
a return continues, not to exceed a 
total ot 25 p ercent, 
This addition 
will not be imposed, however, if the 
taxpayer can show, to the -atislac­ 
tion of the Commissioner, that the 
delay was due to a reasonable cause 
and no to willful neglect. 
A taxpayer who files a tardy re­ 
turn and wishes to avoid the addi­

make an affirmative showhlg 
of all facts relied on as a reason­ 
able cause ior failure to file the re­ 
turn on time, in the form of an al- 
fidavit which should be attached to 
the return. Alleged ignorance of the 
law is not a reasonable cause for d e ­ 
linquency. 
If an extension of time for filing 
is desired, the request for the exten­ 
sion should be submitted to the col­ 
lector in ample time so that it. for
